The  current  inventory  falls  yell  below  the  required  quantity  of 
aircraft.  Primary  missions  include  movement  of  ammunition,  repair  parts,  petroleum,  tactical  movement  of 
artillery,  troops  and  special  weapons  on  the  battlefield.
